Pay attention to 
the style and color of the print. These clues all 
save you fromlhaving to interrupt your reading further 
by turning to the back of the book or looking the word 
up in the dictionary. If the word is written in dark, 
heavy print, it is usually very importahteyto your 
understanding of the paragraph. If the definition 
for %word is not given on the same page, theck the 
glossary or the index at the back of your book.
